B en jam in H arrison of V irginia cracked a m acab re joke about 
hanging th a t night in talking w ith E lb n u g e G erry of M assa­ 
chusetts. .“ I am fat an d w ill die of a broken neck, instantly,” 
he said. “ But you, being thin and slight, w ill tw ist and strangle 
a long tim e .” 
To others, it w as an hour of pu re h ea rtb re ak , one of the c r u d ­ 
est they w ould ev er know . 
It b ro ug ht sadness to T hom as H ey w ard of South C arolina, 
whose fam ily w as divided in loyalty betw een ihe K ing an d the 
Colonies. 
It brought pain to the dev ou tly religious. “ Upon the d e c la ra ­ 
tion of Ind ep end en cy,” said the Rev. Ja co b Diche, “ I called m y 
vesty a nd solem nly put th e question to th em w h e th e r they 
thought it best for th e peace and w elfare of the congregation 
to sh u t u p the churches, or to continue the service w ith o u t using 
prayers for th e royal fam ily.” 
It b rou gh t a fearful decision to those,

ice-connected disability and death 
benefits. 


By these portions of the bill be­ 
ing deleted when a member of the 
Veterans’ Affairs committee made 
the point of order against the in­ 
clusion of 
“compensation” 
pro­ 
visions in a “ pension” bill which 
was before the House as a “privi­ 
leged” bill under a special 
rule, 
the only section remaining in the 
bill was one dealing 
with 
“ pen­ 
sions”. 


This section, amended to grant 
World War I veterans the status of 
“permanently and totally disabl­ 
ed” upon reaching the age of 65 
years, would also increase the pres 
ent pension of $66.15 
'for 
those 
less than 65 and who have 
been 
totally disabled for less than 
10 
years) to $75 per month: and where 
the pension is now $78.75 it would 
be increased to $90. 
Pensions for 
the helpless and blind, 
requiring 
the aid and assistance of another, 
who are 
now 
receiving 
$135.45. 
would be increased to $150 under 
the bill. 
All of these rates would 
be increased by 10 per cent if the 
veteran had service overseas 
of 
30 days or more, but all are sub­ 
ject to income limitations of $1,400 


if the veteran is single, or $2,700 if 
with dependents. 
The bill passed the House 364 to 
51, after a motion to recom m it had 
been defeated 305 to 110. This bill 
is now pending before the Senate 
Committee on Finance, where of 
course it may b amended. 
The 
House Committee 
on 
V eterans’ 
Affairs also plans to 
consider 
a 
new bill which would include the 
compensation 
provisions. 
How­ 
ever, due to the fact that Congress 
will probably adjourn within 
the 
month, it is doubtful if that legis­ 
lation could be enacted at this ses­ 
sion. There is also grave doubt in 
the mind of this Representative if 
the Senate will complete action on 
the pension bill passed by the house 
which, admittedly, would face the 
strong possibility of a veto at the

As of the weekend the House had 
finished “general debate” on the 
highly controversial Federal Aid 
for School Construction bill, which 


has been hanging fire for more 
than a year. The bill was to be up 
for amendment and a vote when 
the House reconvenes on July 2, 
but the final vote will not occur un­ 
til July 5. 
Frankly, unless some 
amendments are adopted to this 
bill, I will feel compelled to vote 
against it. 
The issue is not m ere­ 
ly one of Federal Aid for 
school 
construction. There are many pro 
visions in the bill as it 
came to 
the floor of the House which ap­ 
parently have no place in such a 
bill. 


For instance, the bill has been 
publicized as providing 
Federal 
Aid in the amount of $400 million 
a year over a period of four years, 
or total grants to the states of $1 4 
billion dollars. 
However, there is 
a 
Federal credit-assistance 
pro­ 
vision, authorizing federal advanc­ 
es to districts unable .to sell their 
bonds in the amount of $6 billion, 
“subject to such term s and condi­ 
tions as may be prescribed by the 
Commissioner”,, and 
under 
‘he 
administrative 
provisions 
of the 
act it states that “The commission 
cr, in addition to other powers con­ 
ferred by this act. shall have pow 
er to agree to modifications of 
greements 
to pay, 
compromise, 
waive or release yna right, title, 


claim , lien, or demand, howevtr 
acquired”, and then goes 
on t® 
state that “ financial transactions 


of the Commissioner in making ad 
vances pursuant to this title, and 
vouchers approved by 
the 
Com­ 
missioner in connection with such 
financial transactions, shall be fi­ 
nal and conclusive upon all offic­ 
ers of the Government.” 


Boiled down this means that tha 
Commissioner of Education is giv­ 
en control of more than six billion 
dollars, without having to account 
to the General Accounting Office 
or anyone else. 
Proponents of the 
bill, while not explaining why this 
correction was not 
made in 
the 
committee while the bill was under 
consideration, now say they real­ 
ize that this provision should 
be 
either amended or deleted. How­ 
ever, this is just one of several ob­ 
jectionable provisions in the bill, 
as far as this 
Representative 
is 
concerned.

By these portions of the bill be­ 
ing deleted when a m em ber of the 
V eterans’ Affairs com m ittee m ade 
the point of order against the in­

visions in a “ pension” bill which 
was before the House as a “ privi­ 
leged” bill under a special 
rule, 
the only section rem ain ing in the 
bill was one dealing 
with 
“ pen­ 
sions” . 


This section, am ended to grant 
World War I veterans the status of 
“ perm anently and totally disabl­ 
e d ” upon reaching the age of 65 
years, would also increase the pres 
ent pension of $66.15 
'for 
those 
less than 65 and who have been 
totally disabled for less than

years) to $75 per m onth: and w here 
the pension is now $78 75 it. would 
be increased to $90. 
Pensions for 
the helpless and blind, 
requiring

the bill. 
AH of these rates would 
be increased by 10 per cent if the 
veteran had service overseas

30 days or more, but all are sub­

The bill passed the House 364 to 
51, after a motion to recom m it had 
been defeated 305 to 110. This Dill 
is now pending before the Senate 
Committee on Finance, where of 
course it m ay b amended.

new bill which would include the 
compensation 
provisions.

As of the weekend the House had 
finished “general debate” on the 
highly controversial Federal Aid 
for School Construction bill, which 
has been hanging fire for m ore 
than a year. The bill was to be up 
for am endm ent and a vote when 
the House reconvenes on Ju ly 
2, 
but the final vote will not occur un­ 
til July 5. 
Frankly, unless som e 
amendm ents are adopted to 
this 
bill, I will feel compelled to vote 
against it. 
The issue is not m ere­ 
ly one of F ederal Aid for 
school 
construction. 
There are m any pro 
visions in the bill as it cam e to 
the floor of the House which 
ap­ 
parently have no place in such a 
bill. 
For instance, the bill has been 
publicized as 
providing 
F ed era l 
Aid in the am o u n t of $400 million 
a year over a period of four years, 
or total grants to the states of SI 4 
billion dollars. 
However, th e re is 
a 
Federal 
credit-assistance 
pro­ 
vision, authorizing federal advanc 
es to districts unable,to sell their 
bonds in the am ount of $6 billion, 
“subject to such term s and condi­ 
tions as m ay be prescribed by the 
Com m issioner” ,, and 
under 
*he 
adm inistrative 
provisions 
of 
the 
act it states th a t “ The commission 
er. in addition to other powers con­ 
ferred by this act. shall have pow 
er to agree to modifications of 
greem ents to 
pay, 
com prom ise, 
waive or release yna right, 
title, 


claim, lien, or demand, how evtr 
acquired ", and then 
goes 
on to 
state that “ financial transactions 


of the C om m issioner in m aking nd 
vances pursuant to this title, and 
vouchers approved by 
the 
Com­ 
missioner in connection with such 
financial transactions, shall be fi­ 
nal and conclusive upon all offic­ 
ers of the Governm ent.” 


Boiled do.vn this m eans that th« 
Commissioner of Education is giv­ 
en control of more than six billion 
dollars, without having to account 
to the G eneral Accounting Office 
or anyone else. 
Proponents of the 
bill, while not explaining w hy this 
correction w as not m ade in 
the 
comm ittee while the bill was under 
consideration, now say they real­ 
ize that this provision should 
be 
either am ended or deleted. How­ 
ever, this is just one of several ob­ 
jectionable provisions in the bill, 
as far as this 
R epresentative 
is 
concerned.

Probably the most w idely reprinted story on a traffic accident a p ­ 
peared under the above title. The story was w ritten by W alter F roch- 
lich of th e Buffalo (N. Y.) Courier-Express, who got his inspiration 
from the report made on a blam eless auto driver. The story follows: 
“They ask me did I see the child? Yes, I saw him . A nd he’s all I’ve 
been seeing since. I saw him . But it was too late, to stop. 1 was the 
last to see him alive. And the iiist to see his lifeless body lim ply 
spraw led on the pavem ent— a few inches from the bum per of my car. 
“Yes, I am the man they now call ‘Death C ar D river.’ 1 own the 
car w hose picture you saw in the daily press. And, yet, a thousand 
times I w ish I were the victim rather than the m an w ho killed him . 
For he died only once, but I a thousand deaths since then. 
“I saw him running out betw een two cars. He looked away. But yet 
his childish steps led into my path. 1 honked the horn. I kicked into 
the brake. I heard the tires squeal. And then the thud. 1 saw his 
little body hurled through the air and fall dow n flat ju st as my stop­ 
ping w heel alm ost touched him once more. 
“I w alked ahead and bent over his crum pled form . ‘Call an am bu­ 
lance,’ I shouted. “Quick!’ I saw the gathering crow d. They all looked 
at the child. And then at me. 
‘Then cam e police and then the doctor. He looked first at the bloody 
face and form , then looked aw ay and slowly shook his head. And 
then I saw the anguished features of a m an—the fath er—and heard 
the despeiate Screams of a bereaved m other—how can I forget? 
‘And w hen the scene had cleared and I had filed reports at head­ 
quarters and the police had cleared me, I stood alone and suddenly 
knew w hat I had really done. 
“Could h a p ^ n to any of us,’’ a voice behind me said. I felt the 
sym pathetic touch of a policem an's hand. “You w ere not speeding. 
violating law. We preferred no charges nor did any w itness 
Charge a fault by you. The child was unattended, roam ing the streets 
alone and you did nothing that was dangerous or w rong.’’ 
“I carry insurance, sure. But who can replace a life? Should I visit 
the parents? See the child laid out? Or coldly disregard the death, the 
bitter grief? Will the father, m other hate me? Or would they u n d er­ 
stand? A sense of moral guilt hangs over me. It punishes the d riv er 
hard and m akes him all afraid to face the parents or the lifeless 
child or anyone. 
‘Rem orse alone cannot clear my conscience. And there I even 
doubt my friends will see m y way. I wasn’t careless, the policeman 
laid. I w as w ithin the law. But yet, my conscience lives with me and 
I with it. And, thinking that, perhaps the slightest bit of more a tte n ­ 
tion on m y part could have averted this will haunt m y thoughts for 
every hour I shall live. And no one can deliver me of this.’’
